Attitude of N o w Jersey T o w a rd T ru sts 
Endorsed by Governor. 
Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 21.—Gov­ 
ernor Stokes open-d the New England 
Cotton 
M anufacturers' 
convention 
w ith a speech of welcome, during which 
he defended the attitude of the state 
of New' Jersey tow ard trusts. 
His r e ­ 
m arks were applauded. 
Response was 
made by H erbert ES. Walinsley of New 
Bedford, Mass., an e x -president of the 
association. President McCall of P a w ­ 
tucket, R. 
I., In his annual report, 
said: 
“Cotton 
m anufacturing has lagged 
behind the branches of commerce In 
the recovery In the depression of 1903. 
The fluctuations in the pile-' of raw 
cotton and the consequent disturbance 
of values of m anufactured goods tend 
to destroy the confidence of buyers, 
and to encourage them to continue an 
Indefinite policy. 
For the year just 
closed the total exports 
of 
cotton 
amounted to over $49,000,000, In com ­ 
parison with $22,000,000 the preceding 
year. 
There has been also a growing 
trade with Japan, the Philippine Is­ 
lands, Cuba and several countries of 
South America." 
The president also said that 
the 
Southern Cotton Growers* association 
had done excellent work in exposing 
the dlshon .sty of officials In the b u ­ 
reau of statistics of the agricultural 
department. 
He said estim ates of the 
acreage and conditions Issued by the 
government 
should 
be 
capable and 
honest. 
In conclusion he said: 
"It 
Is prem ature and unnecessary to get 
alarmed about the loss of the Germ an 
trade because of their new tariff. G er­ 
m any realizes that the United States 
will not submit to be put on a most 
favored nation with competing coun­ 
tries, and a t the game time continue 
the favored nation trvatm em to G er­ 
many."
